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JUSTICE NOT TO BE SACRIFICED FOR SENTI 
MENTAEISM. 


Much maudlin sentiment has been called forth by the 
clouded and tragic ending of the life of Judson C. Brusie. 
All who knew the deceased deeply regretted the untoward 
circumstances of his exit from life’s stage. 
And while it is 
proper that the commendable traits of the deceased should be 
extolled, and his weaknesses buried in the grave, there is no 
excuse for pressing this to the extent of casting unjust re 
flections upon the living. 
It is perhaps true that the humil 
iation incident to his arrest on a charge of embezzling funds 
of the surety company that came into his hands as agent 
preyed upon his sensitive nature, and in fact hounded him 
to his death. 
But even so, to abuse those who, evidently on 
what was deemed sufficient grounds, accused him of wrong­ 
doing, and the judge for issuing the warrant of arrest, is 
indefensible from any standpoint. 
T his is the slopping over 
of sympathy, and accomplishes no good. 
At all times and 
under all circumstances, men moving within their legal 
rights, or in the line of their sworn duty, with the exercise 
of reasonable discretion, are not only entitled to, but will 
command the protection of enlightened public opinion. 


ANTI-INJUNCTION 
SNAG. 


Party platforms are sometimes shaped from motives of ex­ 
pediency [rather than principles. 
T h e democrats in their 
late state convention furnished a striking example of this 
by inserting an anti-injunction plank as a sop to draw the 
vote of organized laibor. 
This unseemly flirtation means 
that in labor disputes the writ of injunction is to be modified 
in behalf of organized labor. 
It is more than probable that 
the national convention to meet in Denver shortly will for­ 
mulate in the same direction. 
The party is sadly in need 
of votes, and will not stumble at coquetting with labor to the 
debasement of the courts, if such a course hold out the 
promise of bringing voters to the support of their standard. 
It is not likely that they would dare to carry out such 
policy of class favoritism, even though they were given the 
power to do so, neither is it likely that so vicious a course 
if attempted to be put in practice, would be upheld as con­ 
stitutional. 
• 
At Chicago the proposition to incorporate an anti-injunc­ 
tion plank in the republican national platform, is meeting 
with determined opposition. 
Such action, the opponents 
claim, would amount to a reflection upon the sound judg­ 
ment of the courts. 
It would certainly be taken as a diver­ 
gence from the broad and straight path to satisfy a particular 
class, and to offset the effect of any similar plank the same 
element expect to have inserted in the Denver platform 
Courts err occasionally, but as a rule they can be depended 
upon to do the right thing. 
A muzzling plank would not 
improve matters.

If caught a third time 
he suffered death as a felon unless 
some honest person 
having £10 In 
goods or 40 shillings In land or some 
householder approved by the justices 
would take the offender Into his serv­ 
ice for two years, entering Into a bond 
of £10. So the law of England remain­ 
ed for sixty years. 
First enacted by 
Henry VIII., It continued unrepealed 
through the reigns 
of Edward and 
Mary. 
Reconsidered under Elizabeth, 
the same law was again formally pass­ 
ed, the two legislative houses thereby 
expressing their conviction that it was 
better for a man not to live at all than 
to live tho life of a beggar.

official life.

the diversity of volley, foothill, nnd 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—'Tho climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of tho county is os penial 
ond healthful asean he found anywhere 
in California. 
A s climate is one of th e 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attra ctin g population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
moro thoroughly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, becom e a health resort not 
only for th ose in loss favored states, 
hut. for the residents of other parts of 
California. 
T h e temperature alone tho 
central portion randy falls below .'!() 
degrees ab o ve zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the su m ­ 
mer.

said, emitted 
enough heat to evaporate a pound of 
water every hour.

family not o n ly during their 
own 
livos, but w o u ld continue to perform 
these

hour enough heat to 
raise a grain 
of water through 100 
degrees, and ono grain of emanation 
enough to meJt a grain of ice.”

ium em anation changes into helium

e ls e ,” aud if d is­ 
solved in water it decomposes th e 
water into ox yg en aud hydrogen. 
Gn 
removing th e oxygen and hydrogen 
there is Jett neon, another ot tho in ­ 
active atm ospheric gases, which Sir 
William R am sey and Dr. Travers d is­ 
covered. 
S im ila rly , radium 
in the 
presence of copper produced lith iu m , 
potassium aud sodium . 
Sir W illiam, 
theietoi'o, 
suggested that it seem ed 
wu were in th e preseuce of tho trans­ 
mutation o f copper into a lower e le ­ 
ment than itself. 
“ ft is probable, 
though not p r o v e d ,” he said, 
“ that 
the elem ent sodium is also a trans­ 
mutation p ro d u ct of copper, because 
tbe residue obtained by evaporating 
tho copper 
solution , 
deprived 
o f 
copper, w h ich hud been treated with 
emanation, 
is 
more than twice as 
heavy as th at obtained from untreat­ 
ed copper 
su lp h a te .” 
It 
was too 
eaily, how ever, ¡¡he added, to pro­ 
pound any satisfactory theory “ as to 
tho relationsh ip 
which undoubtedly 
exists between tho properties of tho 
atomic w eigh ts of the bodies which 
wo have
